VOCATIONS VIA NYA 


The opening of the NYA training facilities for ths 
nisei in the relocation center affords a number of 
youths an opportunity to cot proper training in various 
vocational fiolds. 

The initial plan calls for a quota Limit of 23 men 
and a similar number of women from eaoh of the two con- 
ters in Arkansas, Qualifications require that tne ap- 
plioants must be between the ages of 16 and 25 &nd must 
be US citizens. 

The NYA centers, looated in this section of. the na- 
tion are similar to those which are found elsewhere, 
They are well-kept, nicely situated, adequately equipped 
institutions that oan train the individuals to attain 
a great degree of proficiency in not only mechanioal 
and technical work but also in the commoroial field. 

The relocaticn center does not offer the average 
young min a chanoe to learn anything which may prove 
of great valuo in the post-war period so that the 
training program of tho NYA appears to bo the best 
alternative short of attending schools on tho outside 
at great financial expense. l 

Many may hesitate to take this offer because en in- 
definite leave will have to be taken in order to get 
this 6 weeks to 4 months of training and because the 
NYA cannot guarantec employment upon the completion 
of tho courses; however, the placemont record of the 
NYA, working in conjunction with the United States 
Employmont Servico, has been good. 

Furthormore, "The NYA has been informed thet while 
the WRA would oarry the major responsibility for 
placement of evacucos trained by NYA," tho NYA itsolf 
has boon asked to aid in finding jobs 
dents. In the event that both agencies fail to locate 
positions for the students, tho trainees will be able 
to come back to the conter on tho same basis as other 
poople who have gone out on indefinite leaves. 

Viewed. from these angles, the NYA plan is a sound 
and a welcome one but the decision of applying rests 
on the individuals who sre planning to gos
